A SECOND CABLE FROM

HOW THE BEES LIVE 
DURING THE WINTER 


Since bees cannot migrate to a 
warmer climate to escape the rigor 
of the Canadian winters as do many 
of our birds, and cannot hibernate 
during the winter as do the solitary 
insects, they must follow the only 
other course possible, which is to lay 
in a supply of heat-producing food 
with which to generate heat when 
the temperature falls below that+in 
which they can live. 

During the summer, the bees, re- 
sponding to the hoarding instinct, 
lay in their winter supply. of. fuel. 
honey, which. ugually amounts to sev- 
eral times. :that actually required. 
This fact {s worthy of the attention 
of ‘all beekeepors, for the tendency. is 
to extract too close; to leave the 
bees foe littel..to,, winter von. In the 
| fall “witen’ the ‘last brood, has emerg: 
ed, the bees form themselves into a 
compact ball-shaped mass, the clus- 
ter, and within the cluster occupy 
nearly all the cells recently filled by 
the brood and the spaces between 
combs, 

At first, the cluster is usually lo- 
cated near the entrance to the hive, 
and from there it gradually moves up- 
ward and backward ag the winter, ad- 
vances, keeping all the while in touch 
with the stores of honey. 

When the temperature is moderate, 
the cluster is loose, and the bees 
generate no heat, but when is gets to 
57 degreesl,, the closer becomes com- 
pact, and then, as the mercury drops, 
the bees consume stores and generate 
heat. 

Though heat is generated, this alone 
would be insufficient to keep the vital 
functions of the bees in operation 
had they not the ability to conserve 
warmth by the compacting or tight- 
ening of the cluster. 

The heat is produced by the muscu- 
lar activity of the bees at the centre 
of the cluster which generate it by 
moving legs, abdomens and wings in 
fanning. As the temperature falls 
the number of these active bees pro- 
ducing the heat increases, Further- 


more, the bees forming the outside} 


of the cluster are constantly being re- 
placed by others from within, this 
continuous movement also produces 
heat which increases as the tempera- 
ture drops owing to the changing of 
location within the cluster increasing 
in rapidity, 

In generating the necessary heat 
to warm the cluster, the bees consume 
honey, the undigested portion of 
which remain in their intestines un- 
til an opportunity for flight presents 
itself, for bees normally eject waste 
matter only while on the wing.

FACTORS IN THE 
JUDGING OF GRAIN 


In judging soed grain the judge 
keeps constantly in mind those fac- 
tors which go to make grain of great- 
est value for seeding purposes, He 
must have in mind a clear-cut defini- 
tion of what good seed grain really 
is. This may be defined as grain 
which is free from seeds of weeds as 
well as other kinds and varieties of 
cultivated grain and from all Inert 
matter, it should be bright, free from 
mustiness, of reasonably good color, 
plump and uniform in size; it should 
be free from damage due to severe 
threshing or other causes, and should 
show no signs of disease. 

In: close competitions, where’ the 
number of exhibits is large ‘and the 
quality of a high order, the! judge is 
required to. make very fine discrimin- 
ations,’ but~ “it? he: 
the ability * to" balance :viines; he 
usually able to find merits in some 
samples which are lacking in others. 
Those who have judged, especially at 
the larger exhibitions, will recall in- 
stances where overly-enthusiastic ex: 
hibltors damaged their samples in 
endeavoring to make them appear 
particularly plump and to increase 
the Woight-per-measured bushel, ‘The 
most common damage arises from the 
practice of “clipping” grains for ex- 
hibition. This clipping process us- 
ually consists in placing the grain in 
a tub, or other receptacle and chop- 
ping the grain with a spade in order 
to remove the unfilled tips of the 
kernels. This applies particularly of 
course, to oats and barley samples. 
This clipping, if not carried to excess, 
may do Httle harm, but it often is 
overdone, with the result that the 
ends of the kernels are exposed, if 
not actually broken. Such grain is 
not considered us desirable for seed 
as is grain which is left ina more na- 
tural state, and may be penalized sev- 
erely, 

It is seldom possible to make ger- 
mination tests of seed in advance of 
an exhibition so the judge must. ex- 
amine the grain closely for any  evi- 
dence of low vitality. It is not possi- 
ble to detect 


slight differences in 
vitality between samples, but where 
samples are shown which have. suf- 


fered severely either by weather con- 
ditions or by unsatisfactory storage, 
il is possible often to locate them. 

In the actual judging of grain it is 
advisable first of all to locate what 
appears to be the best samples; then 
locate the sample which appears. to 
deserve first place. With the latter 
as a guide, the next best sample is 
located and so on down the line until 
the required number of prize winners 
is secured, With these lined up in 
the order in’ which they have been 
placed, they are then checked up 
carefully to insure that each occupies 
its proper place in- relation the 
others,

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WHEAT GRADING TO 
BE. INVESTIGATED 


The board of grain commissioners 
have decided to investigate the com- 
plaints recently made regarding the 
grading: of wheat in Calgary and Ed- 
monton, according to word received 
by local grain men on Friday, and the 
board has appointed a committee con- 
sisting of George Seris, C. Manaham 
and George Hill Lo proceed with this 
work without delay, 

It will be remembered that a short 
time ago the Calgary Herald referred 
to the large amount of dissatisfaction 
that had been caused among the farm- 
ers owing to the difference in the 
grading, and when the board of grain 
commissioners were here recently 
they stated that everything would be 
done to bring about a uniformity in 
the work of grading. While there’ is 
much dissatisfaction caused, as men- 
tioned, no definite charges were 
Drought to the board's attention, 

Tt is in the endeavor to bring about 
a mutually satisfactory understand: 
ing that the committee has now been 
appointed to go into the whole ques- 
tion. Those having complaints would 
be well advised to get their evidence 
together right away for presentation 
to the committee, and for the evi- 
dence to be supported by samples of 
grain, It is the intention of the com- 
mittee to sit in Calgary, Edmonton, 
and if necesary, other points, at an 
early date.--Calgary Herald,

Chicago show. These representations 


follow up protests which have been 
made for the past four years by re- 
presentatives from Alberta and other 
provinces against the unsatisfactory 
conditions under which the grain is 
now shown at Chicago, These condi- 
tions are such tnat it is possible for 
outsiders to interfere with, and intro- 
duce adulteration into the grain ex- 
hibits before the judges have done 
their work.

WHEAT POOL NEWS BULLETIN 


Satisfaction With Pool 

Mr. Lew Hutchinson, wheat pool di- 
rector for the Camrose district, has 
addressed a number of meeting in that 
district during the past few weeks. 
He finds that on the whole the farm- 
ers are quite satisfied with the oper- 
ations of the Pool. 

Saskatchewan Wheat Pool 

The membership of the Saskatch- 
ewan Wheat Pool is now eighty thou- 
sand. This covers 10,622,087 acres, 
or an increase of close to a milllon 
acres since last June. The Saskatch- 
ewan pool handled close to one hun- 
dred and thirty million bushels of 
wheat from the 1925 crop. 

Record for Pool Contracts 

On Thursday, December 9th, sixty 
new members joined the Alberta 
wheat pool, This was the largest in- 
crease in membership during a single 
day since November of 1925, when the 
drive was on. While these sixty con- 
tracts come in from all over the pro- 
vince, one batch of seven came from 
Rolla, B.C., a Peace River settlement, 
just over the border from Alberta. 
The total Pool membership has pass- 
ed. the’ 38,000 mark and is rapidly 
climbing. 

Alberta Pool Directors Meet 
‘The Alberta Wheat Pool board of 
directors met during this week and 
gave consideration to many matters 
including the plan to develop the pool 
elevator system. These plans have 
not been advanced sufficiently to 
warrant an announcement as yet. 

Propaganda Against Wheat Pool 

The Northwest Grain Dealers’ as- 
sociation is engaged in a_ struggle 
with the Wheat Pool. That is their 
business. The success of the pool is) 
affecting their trade. This is a suc- 
cess in the eyes of the pool members 
whether it is a success in the estima- 
tion of the grain trade or not. As 


long as the pool continues to be al f‘ 


success in the opinion of its members} 
it will continue to affect the AESTIEEE 
of the grain exchange. Consequently 
the grain dealers are within their 
rights in presenting any arguments 
that they can produce against the} 
pool. 

A curious and incomprehensible 
thing has occurred in connection with 
this controversy. The Northwest Com- 
mercial Travelers’ association of Can-| 
ada has permitted itself to be made 
an instrument of propaganda on be- 
half of the Grain Dealers’ association. 
The first named association recently 
sent to its members the notice of its 
annual meeting to be held in Winni-| 
peg. Enclosed with this notice were 
extracts from memoranda that had 
been broadcast to country agents of 
the Grain Dealers’ association, attack- 
ing the wheat pool. 

No fault can be found with the 
Grain Dealers’ association for making 
such use as it can of the Northwest 
Commercial Travellers’ association, 
Naturally it gladly avails itself of 
such an opportunity. But why should 
the Travelers’ association become an 
agent for this propaganda? This ac- 
tion merely stirs up, unnecessarily, 
ill-will against an organization that 
has always enjoyed the respect of ev- 
eryone. 

One may question very seriously 
whether the commercial travelers of 
Alberta—speaking only for this pro- 
vince—approve of this extraordinary
